ELLISON’S ONE HARD-LUCK HORSE. 

C. It. Ellison, who is kiKiwn all over the country 
as -‘Liick.v” Ellison, lias one horse in his stable 
wifh which he is far from Ix-iii!; Inck.v. In fact, 
he styles this one. ,1. C. Core, his hard-Itick horse. 

‘‘J. <’. Core has always Ixx-n a hard-luck horse 
for me.” said Charle.v Ellison, after the defeat of 
Carr.v Hermann's son tin- other da.v. “He has fallen 
and iiled and tias had atxmt ever.v other sort of bad 
racintr luck siiii-e I sot him, ineludiiijr a severe 
si>eji of fevt-r at New Orleans last winter, wliich 
midonbtedl.v affected liis wind. 

“I lost one of the biggest Ix-ts I made last suin- 
luer on him at Saratoga. $,’{.r»tHi. I thought he was 
in an eas.v siiot that day. but he ran like he was 
of no account. I have won just one race with him 
iu the .vear and a half I have had him; but as a 
three-year-old he workwl a mile and an eightli in 
1 :,51’. and the.v thought he would prove to lx- a 
crack. I 'would have won him out several times 
over at New Orleans last winter if he had not taken 
sick: tint I guess that spell of fever knocki-d him 
out completely.” 

II. T. Critlin had much Ix-fler luck with .1. C. 
Coil- than Ellison has liad. Crittiu claimeil the liorsi- 
iii his earl.y I wo-.vear-old form from the late Capt. 
S. S. Rrown. wlio bred him. In his tirst start in 
Criftin’s colors he finished second, but the next time 
oiit Ik- beat Frank Cill. He won his next race akso, 
and was then bid up and taken from Griffin b.v 
“Whitev” I.angdon for S.l.tHKi. Langdou snbse- 
oiiently’ selling him to Tom Welsh for $.T.500. Elli- 
son Ixiught the horse from Welsh and. directly and 
indirectly, he has probably cost Ixis present owner 
pretty close to $10,000.

Wlicn the project was first mooted, it was under 
stiMxl that a few people would control it. luit tlic 
idea hccanic so iMiimlar and tlie demand for small 
Idoeks i,f slix-k from the nierehants of the city 
hecame so urgent, tliat tin- idea of a close 
eorixuaf ieii was completely aliaiidoned and the 
invi la t ion was sent liroadeast to Ix-eonie inter 
esied ill tin- enlerprisi-. As a result. in a 

eapitalization of Sl.'i.ouo. which lias ix-en fully 
paid lip. lliere arc forty-one siitiseriliers. The largest 
niimlx-r of sluires held liy anyone indiyidiially is 
t weiily-liye. and from Unit down to one sluire. 

I'liis has the effix-t. in tin- tirst place, of int»-r- 
esiing a great mimlx-r of tin- Ix-st citizens of San 
.Vntonio. and. at the same ’time, it removes the 
proiKisit ion from tin- danger of ix-ing classed as a 
eonimenial eiiurprise. While the promoters expect 
D to pay ils wa.v and more, tin- stock is so well 
distrilxitcd tliat an.v one person will not derive any 
great pecuniary Ix-nelit. no matter what the profits 
may lie. 

The press lias fallen into the idea and is giving 
Hie new project its liearly support.

has created tlie greatest enthusiasm among ail 
elass<*s and even among tlio.se who have no partieiilar 
interest in racing, tin- project is well tlionglit of. 

\ delegation reriresentiiig the assix-iation visited 
Reuumont the past week and found that ninety ix-r 
cent, of tile liorsi-s. Ixxiknnikers and Ix-ticr class of 
followers of tin- rai-ing tlierc would ix- liere when 
tl.e liarricr rises next Satiirda.v. 

From laitonia Mr. W. E. Walsh writes tliat at 
least two or tliree carloads of liigli-class liorses will 
lx- shioped and there will lx- tliree carloads from 
New Orleans. 

San .Vntonio offers to tlie liorseiuen an ideal placc 
to winter. Rcing semi-tropical in its climate, ilicrc 
is iKd a day in the winter wlien a horse cannot lx- 
galloped, and tlie as-six-iatloii lias offered to winter 
liorses here at practically a nominal cixit. Artesian 
wells fnniisli tin- water and tlie stables are dr.v and. 
Ix-ing liuilt on gravel foundations, no anionnt of rain 
can make tlie ground iiiiiddv. 

Horseiiii-n wlio eontemplate raeliig at Taiiiiia. or 
who Ix-Iievi- lliat racing will tie resumed at Hot 
.Springs, can sbip liere. make their exix-iis»-s by rac- 
ing anil, at tin- same time, kix-p their liorses ri-ady 
tor tile meetings to follow. 

•Vfter tlie presi-nt inaugural meeting, tlie assixia- 
lion proposes to make many imiirovemenls and 
next wiiiti-r will nroliabl.v raee a little later in tlu- 
.vear wlien tin- season is at its lu-iglit lit-ri- and will 
add many new features to its fair in addition t„ ilu- 
raeiiig. 

Tlieri- lias Ix-en a general demand among tlie 
farmers of tliis section for an oiiixirtiiiiity to disiday 
their products during mid-winter they liav<- i-oin 
plained, from time to time, that ttie Interna 
tiomil Fair is held entirely tix> early for them to 
make a proiier display of garden truck and their 
agTienltnral prixluets tliat mature here during tin- 
winter months. 

The new Mid-Winter Fair will fill this long-fi-lt 
want. It will sliow to tlie xvorld what a trenieinlons 
.state Texas is. wlien it can proiluee at one end of 
it garden truck that thrives only during the siini- 
nn-r mouths in the north, while the other end of tin- 
state is locked in winter’s f-mbrai-e.
